(UP) — Ohio river flood waters 
that inundated a few portions of 
Wheeling receded today after the 
season’s second "baby’' flood crest­ 
ed here at 37.3 feet and started a 
rapid recession. 
Low-lying 
areas 
of 
South 
Wheeling and the southern end of 
heavily populated Wheeling island, 
were flooded by the ice-laden wa­ 
ter when it topped the 36-foot 
stage. 
A few business establish­ 
ments in the city proper received 
water in their basements. 
Interurban rail service between

and 
Wheeling and Bellaire, 
O., 
was 
scheduled to be resumed shortly 
after interruption 
by

waters. 
Thq Wheeling-Mounds

The waters reached a height of 
36.2 feet at New Martinsville, Va. 
— 40 miles downriver — spilling 
six inches of water into the town’s 
main street.

MUNICH, Dec. 20—(U P)—Gen. Erich Ludendorff, one of Germany's 
most brilliant soldiers in the World War and an anti-Christian, anti- 
Jewish leader after it, died today. He was 72. 
Regarded by many as Germany’s master mind in the war, credited 
with successes that made the late Marshall Paul Von Hindenburg and 
others world figures, he became after the war an embittered man. 
Ludendorff's post-war activities included campaigns against Chris­ 
tianity 
and Jews, and 
participation in the Kapp Putsch and Adolf 
<§> Hitler’s beer cellar putsch. 
He died in a Catholic hospital 
attended by Catholic nuns. 
Fuehrer Adolf Hitler was ex­ 
pected to offer a state funeral. 
Friends, however, predicted that 
his body would be removed to his 
home at Tutzing, outside Munich, 
and buried privately. 
They re­ 
called that he had announced on 
Oct. 20: 
“I have stated in my last will 
and testament that no official or 
military observances of any sort 
should be held at my funeral.” 


Became Soldier in 1877 
Ludendorff was 72, and a fighter 
to the end in peace and war. He 
joined the army as a cadet in 1877 
and served in it until the end of 
the World War. He was a member 
of the general staff nearly all the 
time from 1894 until 1913. 
Military experts credit 
Luden­ 
dorff with a large part in the im­ 
portant 
increase 
of 
Germany’s 
army strength in 1913, in antici­ 
pation of war. 
At the outbreak of the war he 
was on the Belgian 
front. 
His 
commanding officer in a brigade 
attacking Liege fell dead at his 
side. Ludendorff took 
command, 
led a brilliant attack—that was his 
idea of the way to fight, always to 
attack—and was promoted from 
colonel to general. 
W’ithin three weeks of the out­ 
break of the war Ludendorff was 
sent to the eastern front as chief 
of staff to the Gen. Paul Von Hin­ 
denburg. The victory of Tannen- 
berg, in East Prussia, one of Ger­ 
many's greatest, followed and Lud- 
endorff’s friends saw him as the 
master mind. 
Some military experts held that

housing bill, designed to stimulate! 
construction of small homes, was 
expected today. 
The senate’s banking and cur-* 
rency subcommittee voted yester* 
day to report the bill to the full 
committee today. It corresponds in 
all major respects to the bill pas­ 
sed by the house Saturday night 
after IO hours of debate, which, in 
effect, is an amendment liberaliz­ 
ing and broadening the score of 
the 1931 National Housing act. 
The senate w*as expected to act 
favorably on the bill before Its 
scheduled adjournment Dec. 22. 
Major Points Listed 
The major points of the bill are: 
Permission for the federal hous­ 
ing administration to insure up to 
90 percent of the amount of mort­ 
gages up to $6,000; an average of 
86 percent on houses up to $8,600, 
and continuation of the 80 percent 
limitation or constriction above 
$8,600. 
Extension of F. H. A. insurance 
to rural home construction up to 
the amount of $2,500. 
An increase in the existing $1,- 
000-a-room 
limitation 
on 
large 
scale housing projects to $1,200 a 
room. 
Application of F. H. A. insur­ 
ance on construction loans of more 
than $16,000 and up to $250,000 
for multi family projects. The de­ 
veloper obtains insurance on SO 
percent; the purchasers of 
the 
units receives up to 90 percent. 
If passed by the senate, the new 
system would allow the average 
citizen desiring to build a $5,000 
home to finance the project with 
a down-payment of $500 and av­ 
erage monthly 
installments 
of 
$30.25 for 20 years. Under the pres­ 
ent housing act the builder must 
make a down-payment of at least 
$1,000 and monthly payments of 
$29.04 for 20 years. 
Under the new plan the $5,000 
dwellings ultimately 
would 
cost 
$7,760, or $210 less than the cost 
under the existing laws.

Pasture 
which 
will 
produce 
$23.17 worth of beef or $76.90 
worth of milk when beef sells for 
$7 a hundredweight and milk $2 
per hundredweight can be estab­ 
lished in most locations in Ohio 
where the slopes are not too steep 
for pasturing, according to D. R. 
Dodd, extension agronomist, Ohio 
State university. 
Mr. Dodd has been supervising 
field experiments in pasture im­ 
provement since 1931 and the tests 
have been made in many counties 
in southeastern and southern Ohio. 
where soil productivity is as low 
as in any section of the state. The 
number of pasture 
improvement 
trials each year has varied, but the 
smallest number of tests was 30 
in 1934 and the highest was 71 in 
1937. 
The test plots are established in 
pastures which farmers were us­ 
ing, and the portion of the field 
which received fertilizer and lime 
were managed just the same as 
the other part except a small block 
of 
the 
improved 
pasture 
was 
fenced off so that all grass growth 
could be harvested by hand and 
weighed. 
Each test plot includes 
tests of seven methods of pasture 
improvement and a check area 
with no treatm ent except the ap 
plication of lime. 
Lime Application Made 
Mr. Dodd has found that, in any 
pasture 
improvement 
work 
on 
Ohio land which needs lime, no 
satisfactory improvement in grass 
growth can be obtained 
by 
any 
treatment until after lime is ap­ 
plied. 
As all 
of 
the 
fertilized 
plots received lime, the check plot 
also was given this treatment so 
that any differences made by fer­ 
tilizer treatm ents could be de­ 
tected. 
One plot in each series was used 
to test nitrogen alone; another re­ 
ceived only phosphate; 
one 
re­ 
ceived nitrogen, 
phosphate, and 
potash in combination; ami the 
other four plots were treated with 
different rates of application of 
the three fertilizer elements or 
with potash and phosphate and no 
nitrogen. 
Applications of nitrogen 
alone 
had the greatest effect in chang­ 
ing the appearance of the pasture 
the first season but the results 
were not so good as they appeared. 
Nitrogen stimulates the growth of 
every plant on the treated area 
whether it is a desirable forage 
species or just a weed. 
Yields on 
the nitrogen plots declined from 
the high point reached immediate­ 
ly after the first 
treatment 
al­ 
though nitrogen was applied each 
year of the seven. 
Phosphate alone or phosphate 
in combination with potash did 
not show any marked effect on the 
appearance of the pasture follow­ 
ing the first application but the

which received complete fertilizer. 
The cost of the treatment was the 
highest of any in the series but 
the net return to the farmer above 
The cost of the treatment was the 
highest. The prospective yields of 
beef and milk mentioned in the 
first paragraph were based on the 
production 
of the 
plots where 
complete fertilizer was applied. 
Mr. Dodd says the $23.17 worth 
of beef could be produced on this 
kind of improved pasture at a net 
profit of $13.26, and the $7690 
worth of milk would pay for the 
fertilizer 
treatment, 
pay 
over­ 
head costs, and leave $66.99 per 
acre in the farmer’s pocket. 
The 
returns on milk were figured on 
the basis of an average daily pro­ 
duction of 20 pounds of milk per 
cow. 
The improved pasture 
is not 
credited with saving the energies 
of either dairy or beef cattle but 
animals would have to travel four 
times as far to get equal amounts 
of feed from untreated pastures as 
from these improved areas. Live­ 
stock will graze the grass closely 
on fertilized areas and leave for­ 
age a foot away on untreated soil 
untouched.
